LARCENY. AND RE- 
CEIVING CHARGES FAIL.

Mrs. Mary Phyllis Murphy and her daughter, 
Marguerite Langton, of Johnstown House, 
Chapelizod, were both indicted with the 
larceny of a model hat, value for £8 8s., the 
property of Messts. Switzer, Grafton street, 
last’ March. i 

They were, further charged with receivin 
the hat knowing it to have been stolen an 
with the illegal possession of. it. 

Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., with whom was 
Mt. Basil McGuckin (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor), prosecuted. | 
_Mr. Joseph O*Connor (instructed by Messrs. 
Miley and Miley) represented the ‘accused 
persons, who pleaded “ not guilty.” 

Mr. McGuckin told the jury that their 
attention would concentrate around a hat, a 
very nice hat, a model hat, brought over 
from France, and which was the property of 
Messrs. Switzer and Company. he accused 
women were mother an daughter. Mrs. 
Murphy had been married twice, and the 
second accused woman was her daughter by 
the first marriage. In the month of March 
Mrs. O'Kelly, the firm’s buyer, brought back 
from Paris a model hat. He suggested that 
it was well worthy of attention, and anyone 
could distinguish it being a model hat. It 
was put in stock in ‘Switzer’s millinery 


department. 
PRICE OF HAT. 

A lady came into the establishment, and, 
falling in love with the mode] hat, she pur- 
chased it at. the price of eight guineas. The 
price was a very considerable one for a very 
particular and very exclusive hat: After the 
hat was sold there was a conversation between 
the lady who purchased it, Mrs. Higgins, 
and the seller. The hat was placed in an 
open dra~ver during the conversation, so that 
it could be subsequently parcelled up. Some 
short time afterwards a. friend of Mrs. 
Higgins entered the shop and the lady was 
anxious to show it to her friend, and she 
rine ase that, the hat be brought out in 
order that her friend should see it. The 
seller of the hat turned to get the hat and 
it was then discovered for the first time that 
the. hat was no longer in the premises oh 
Messrs. Switzers. 

About nine months elapsed and the bat 
was still missing. Subsequently, about the 
month of November, the second named 
accused; Miss Langton, was seen by Detec- 
tive Officer O'Connor wearing a hat that 
answered absolutely to the description of the 
hat that was undoubtedly stolen from. Messrs. 
Switzers. 

PURCHASE FROM HAWKER. 

On making inquiries the detective-officer 
learned from Miss Langton that she 
received the hat from her mother. Mrs. 
Murphy, in answer to the detective, tx- 
plained that the model hat had been pur- 
chased by her from a hawker or travelling 
pediar for the sum of. 15s. The person whom 
she alleged that she bought the hat from had 
never been traced. The question for the jury 
in the case was—were they -satisfied. that 
the explanation offered by Mrs. Murphy was 
an honest. one? 7 

From the evidence, counsel proceeded, the 
jury would have little trouble in being ‘satis- 
fied that the hat produced was the hat; that 
was ‘bought in Yaris, and was the identical 
hat that was 'missing from- Messrs. Switzers. 

Miss Higgins, who resides at Celbridge, 
stated that in the month of March last. she 
visited Messrs. Switzers and chose a hat, 
which she left over in order that a friend 
might call and see.it. The hat produced was 
the one she selected, and for which she 
agreed to pay eight guineas. After the hat. was 
put aside she had a conversation with. Mrs. 
O'Kelly, buyer in Messrs. Switzers, and soon 
after ‘her friend came in, and when Mrs. 
O'Kelly went to the place where she put the 
hat it had disappeared. 

Replying to Mr. O'Connor, witness said 
that the place where the hat was placed by 
Mrs. O'Kelly was in the full view of the 
assistants in the department, but she saw no 
one go near it. She identified the hat by its 
colour, shape and lining. There were; some 
slight alterations made in the hat from the 
time she first saw 1t in Switzers and when it 
was produced’ in court. 


A SLIGHT ALTERATION. 

Mrs. O'Kelly, buyer in the Millinery De- 
panes of* Messrs: Switzers, identified the 

at, produced as the one which she purchased 
in Paris, as a model hat. The hat was an 
exclusive model, and the purch:@ing price to 
a customer was £8:8s. She agreed with the 
last ‘witness that there was a. slight altera- 
tion made in ‘the hat) but she was quite cer- 
tain that it was’ the model which she pur- 
chased in Paris. When Miss Higgins pur- 
chased the hat last March witness placed it 
in a locker in order that a friend of Miss 
Higgins could look at it. Some time later 
when she went to where the hat. was placed 
it was gone. She had no doubt whatever 
that the hat: produced was tho identical hat 
which she purchased: in Paris. 

To Mr. -O’Connor, witness said that the hat 
was exclusive to Dublin and could not be on 
sale in any other establishment but Messrs. 
Switzers. There were five assistants in the 
department, and also some customers, when 
the hat was stolen, but she did not see either 
of the accused women there. : 

To.a Juryman—There was no chance of 
there being a duplicate hat. 

Miss Staunton, an employée in the Millinery 
Department of Messrs. Switzers, stated that 
she recollécted a consignment of hats coming 
to Messrs, Switzers from Paris in March last. 
The hat (produced) was one of them. She 
had no doubt as to its identity. It could not 
be a copy of a model hat. The only altera- 
tion maide in the hat since ‘ts disappearance 
from Switzers was the removal of a large 
pleat from the side of the hat. 


DETECTIVE’S EVIDENCE. 

Detective Officer A. O'Connor said that in 
the month of September he saw the ac- 
cused, Langton, in George's street. She was 
wearing a hat at the time which answered 
to the description of one stolen from Switzers. 
He questioned the girl, and .she told him 
that she got the hat from her mother. Follow- 
ing other questions, ‘the defendant said that 
her mother made the hat. She gaye her name 
and address, and he allowed her to go, The 
same evening witness, with Detective Officer 
McGillion, visited the house of the 
defendant at Chapelizod. Mrs. Murphy 
opened the door, and when in a 
room, in the presence of her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Murphy, when. questioned “ about 
the hat, said that she bought it from.a 
pedlar at the door for 15s. last April. .Wit- 
ness asked to see the hat. which she bought 
at, the door, and the daughter t}ren said, ' That, 
was the hat I was wearing when’ you saw me 
in Grafton street.’" Witness then asked per- 
mission to go to her bedroom, and while there 
he asked her if she had bought a red hat 
from a pedlar, and she said that she had. 
He then asked what she thought the value 
of the hat was when she bought it from the 
pedlar, and she said £5. Mr. Murphy was 
then called on the scene and was told that 
both the accused persons would be che 
They were brought to College Green Police 
Station, and when charged with the: illegal 
possession of the hat, Miss Langton said 
that she had nothing to say, and Mrs. 
Murphy replied, ‘‘ I bought it for 15s.”’ 

Replying to Mr. O'Connor, witness said 
that every opportunity was given of search- 
ing the house. 

etective Officer McGillion corroborated 

the evidence of the. last witness. 

This closed the case for the prosecution. 


WOMAN WITH SUIT CASE. 

Mrs. ‘Murphy was then sworn, and, in reply 
to Mr. O'Connor, stated that she was con- 
stantly visited at her house by hawkers. 
Towards the end of March or sa 2 in April 
a woman carrying a suit case. called at. the 
house. The woman was well dressed, spoke 
like a aay. and did not look like an ordinary 
pedlar. She showed witness underclothing, 
etc., and she purchased some articles from 
her. The woman took out some hats she had 
packed in the suit case. - Witness’s mother 
was present and said that the hata were 
pretty. She asked the price of a certain hat, 
and the woman said , but-later gave it: 
for 15s. Witness thought the articles in the 
suit case were travellers’ samples. She did 
not dream. that. the hat been stolen..

a. far-fetched suggestion that a person who 
stole a hat would go into the firm from which 
it was stolen, wearing it. — 

The Judge, suming up, said that there was 
no evidence to sustain the charge of con- 
spiracy, which the jury could rule out, 
Neither was there any-evidence to sustain ‘he 
charge against Miss Langton, and he directed 
them to find her not guilty of the charges 
of larceny and receiving... 

The jury found Miss, Langton 
guilty,” and she was discharged. 

The Judge directed her to leave the dock 
and take a seat beside her stepfather. 

‘MENTALITY OF THE LADIES.” 

In the course of his summing-up of the 
evidence against Mrs. Murphy. The Judge 
said that it looked an absurdity for a per- 
son to pay eight. guineas for the hat, but 
they, could not fathom the mentality of the 
ladies. i 

The Judge folded up the, hat: and placed 
it in the inside, pocket of his coat, demon- 
strating how easily the hat could have been 
stolen. i 

After fifteen minutes’ absence the jury? re- 
turned with a verdict of ‘ not guilty ” on all 
counts, and the defendant was discharged. 

After hearing the result Mrs. Murphy be- 
came weak in the dock and was assisted out 


of Court.

By their excellent work they had traced no 
fewer than eight frauds by the accused man, 
and so complete was the work of these officers 
that the time of the Court and the Judge was

The Judge said that he agreed with the 
remarks made by Mr. itice, afd paid: a 
tribute to the manner in which the evidence 
was presented. The officers had’ conducted

REGISTRAR-GENERAL’S 
RETURNS. 

In the return of births and deaths, pub- 
lished under the authority of the Registrar- 
General, it is stated that fer the Dublin 
Registration area and for the ten principal 
urban areas in the Free State, the total num- 
ber of births recorded during the week ended 
llth dear, was 27.5 per 1,000 of the 
population. The deaths numbered -14.4 per 
1,000. The deaths from all causes appertain- 
ing to. the undermentioned areas for last week, 
and for the past four weeks, respectively, 
were equal to the following annual rates per 
1,000 of the population :—Eleven town. dis- 
tricts, 14.4 and 15.7; Dublin Registration 
Area, 14.4 and 15.6; Dublin CountyBorough, 
13.3 and 16.2; Cork, 17.3 and 19.3; Limerick, 
17.2 and 14.9; and Waterford, 7.8 and 11.7. 
The deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases, recorded for the eleven town districts 
last’ week, were equal to an annual rate of 
1.3 per 1,000. Among the 26 deaths regis- 
tered from all causes for Cork were 1 from 
enteric fever, 4 from measles, 2 from diph- 
theria, and 1 from diarrhcea and enteritis of a 
child under two years of age; one of the 13 
deaths for Limerick was from whooping- 
cough, and the five deaths for Sligo also in- 
cluded one from whooping-cough. 


DUBLIN AREA. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the total 
number of births registered during the week 
amounted to 952 — 140 boys and 112 girls—and 
the deaths to 129:-66 males and 63 females. 
The deaths registered, omitting the deaths 
(numbering 12) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the area, 
represent an annual .rate of mortality of 14.4 
per: 1,000 of the population, | 

Included in the 117 deaths appertaining to 
the area.were 1 from. diphtheria and. 4 irom 
diarrhea and enteritis of children under two 
years. ‘In the three «preceding weeks deaths 
from diphtheria were 1, 2 and 0; and deaths 
from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 
two years ‘were 2, 0 and 4. There wefe 6 
deaths from pneumonia (comprising 4 from 
broncho-pneumonia, and 2 from pneumonia— 
not otherwise defined). Bronchitis caused 16 
deaths. Tuberculous. disease caused 15 deaths 
(1L. of. which were, from pulmonary. tuber- 
cttlosis, 1 from tuberculous meningitis, and 3 
from other forms of tuberculous disease), as 
against 9, 7 and 12 from all forms of tuber- 
culosis in the three ‘weeks preceding. . Three 
deaths were caused by cancer, and 17 by 
diseases of the heart. One accidental death, 
due to eens caused by a motor vehicle; 
was registered. Among deaths of infants 
under one year of age, 1 was due to menin- 
gitis, 1 to broncho-pneumonia,: 2 to diarrhea 
and enteritis, 3 to premature birth, 1 to con.

THE GREAT FROST 
OF 1739. 


JANUARY 18314. 


- 


(By T. F. HIGGINS). 


WF hear much about old-fashioned 
winters, and there is a prevailing 
lea that winters in Ireland have become 
milder than they were. The study of 
meteorological records gives ho valid 
support to this theory ; in facet, it may be 
asserted that no notewortliy change in our 
winter climate has occurred during the 
past century and a half. It ts not difficult 
to understand how the idea that there 
has been a change originated. Children 
“ive no heed to a mild winter, but a cold 
winter, or even a spell of bitter weather, 
is indelibly impressed on the childish 
memory. Then. in later life, the middle- 
aged man, looking back on the days of 
childhood, recalls what seeins like a series 
of severe winters, because he vividly 
remembers many occasions when, during 
what seemed a long time, the snow was 
very heavy and the ponds were frozen. 
So the idea ol change takes root. 

Our annalists did not neglect meteoro- 
logical phenomena, and scattered through 
the payes of the Annals of the Four 
Masters. the Annals of Ulster, the 
Annals of Lough Ce and the Chronicum 
Scotorum are to be found dozens of 
references to wet summers, great frosts 
and mild winters. If the recording scribe 
did not exaggerate, the year A.D. 684 
must have been exceedingly cold. ‘* There 
was u great frost this year, and the rivers 
and lakes of Ireland were frozen, and 
the sea between Ireland and Scotland, so 
that there was communication between the 
two countries om the ice.” In January, 
821, there was “ unusual frost; and the 
seas, lakes and rivers were frozen, so 
that droves of cattle and burdens could 
be conveyed over them.” The Annals of 
Uister record, under January, 917: 
'" Great snow and cold and unprecedented 
irost in this year, so that the chief lakes 
end rivers of Ireland were passable, which 
brought great havoc upon cattle, birds 
and fishes,” The year 1047 was called 

the year of the great snow.” The 
winter of 1114/15 brought ‘‘very hard 
weather of frost and snow from December 
18th to February 15th or a little longer; 
go that it caused destruction of birds and 
cattie and people, whereof grew great 
dearth throughout all Ireland and in 
Leinster especially,” 


THE LIFFEY FROZEN. 


ln 1559 there was “a great plague of 
snow and of frost which prevailed that 
year from the beginning of a fortnight 
of winter until a part of spring came, so 
that many of the cattle of Ireland suffered 
death, and the green crops of Ireland 
nent to naught the same year.’’ Of the 
winter of 1434-35 it recorded that 
‘ereat frost bean weeks before 
Christmas and lasted seven weeks 
after. Numerous herds of cattle and 
sheep and persons used to “uO upon the 
chiet lakes of Ireland. Great destruction 
inflicted upon the birds of Ireland 
during that Írost. The winter of 1517 
may be noted, ag in that vear “ the ice 
of the rivers did not only for a long season

HURLING ON THE SHANNON. 


This great frost felt throughout 
Jreland. Lough Neagh was frozen over, 
and on January 29th a dinner of “ singed 
sheep and singed sucking pig’’ was dressed 
on the swe The River Shannon was 
froven, and near Nenagh a “ Match 
liurling was played on it, which afforded 
“real pleasure to all the spectators.’’ 
Faulkiner’s Dublin Journal of January 
6th announced: “ On account of the cold 
Weather we are obliged to postpone the 
I’nblication of the Essay on the Life of 
Lewis the XLV. by M. Voltaire,” hKiutty, 
the father of Irish meteorology, who lived 
in Dublin at this time, chronicles: ' The 
vost of 1739-40, which lasted seven 
weeks, was remarkable for its intenseness 
and «effect. lt rotted and destroyed 
Potatoes, killed Furzves and Oaks. Birds 
and Antm Is perished, including 800 Deer 
in the King’s Park. The Ice was 
ei¢hteen inches thieck.’’ 

The winter of 1766 was vemarkable for 
a great fall of snow which fell about the 
middie of February. This snowfall was 
accompanied by a high wind, and lasted 
for three days. Drifts in places were 
fifteen feet deep, and the stage coaches 
could not run. When the snow melted, 
the floods in the Liffey were so great that 
ferries couud not ply. There was another 
great fall of snow in January, 1789, and 
it lay two feet deep in Dublin streets. 
To the no small astonishment of the 
citizens a Colonel Hayes drove at ten miles 
an hour in a one-horse sledge through the 
principal streets. Snowhalling must have 
heem carried to great lengths; for we find 
the Dublin Beentng Post calling attention 
to the “ frequent accidents which occur by 
the practice of throwing snowballs, and 
tnose who superintend the Police should 
direct some of the constables to patrol the 
streets where idle fellows are wont to 
amuse thermselves.’’ 


A DRAG ON LOUGH NEAGH. 


The January of 1814 witnessed an 
unprecedented fall of snow, followed by a 
hitter frost. On the cleventh of the month 
ihe snow lay six feet deep in the. streets, 
of Dublin. Shops were shut for several 
days and business was brought almost. to; 
a stand-still. Traffic between Dublin and 
the different parts of Ireland was 
suspended for weeks, and on January 19th 
vo fewer than 1,600 country mails were 
overdue in the metropolis. The accamula- |

THE KEY TO THE SOUL. 


The lecturer began by saying that every- 
thing that a nation feels and experiences is 
expressed in its literature; that is why litera- 
ture is the best key to the soul and heart of 
every nation. Learning about the literature 
of a certain countiy means getting acquainted 
with the nation itself. dn order to give a 
clear idea about the Czecho-Slovak uation, he 
mentioned the three principal groups of the 
indo-European family, and said that the term 
Uzecho-Slovak meant that the nation con- 
sisted of two branches, the Czechs and the 
Slovaks. These two branches formed one 
ethnographical and political whole. ‘They 
had only one language, though it existed at 

esent in a double literary form. The Czech 
iterary dialect was used by the Slovaks up 
to the nineteenth century, and the ge. Ho 
difference existing between these two branches 
cf the same nation was to be explained by 
the long separation of the Slovaks from the 
Czechs owing to the Magyar or Hungarian 
invasion. This invasion separated the Slovaks 
politically from the Czechs for nearly a 
thousand vears. 

Czecho-Slovakia was really the heir to the 
old Bohemian kingdom, which in ancient 
times was called the Dukedom of Bohemia. 
The first sources and documentary evidence 
of her history dated back to the ninth 
century. They were closely connected with 
Christianisation of the country and _ con- 
tained the biography of the first Czech 
martyrs. A very important literary memorial 
was the ‘‘ Chromica Bohemiorum,’’ a chronicle 
terminated in the year 1125 by Cosmas, who 
was a Czech nobleman and Canon of the 
Chapter of Prague. All these works were 
written in Latin, the language conumonly used 
by the men of letters in those ages. The 
earliest. legend in the Czech language was 
contained in the hymn Hospidine pomiluz mi, 
and another hymn, ‘‘ Saint Wencelas, Duke 
of Czech Labeds, our Prince, pray for us to 
God and the Holy Spirit.’’ The first hymn 
originated either in the ninth or the eleventh 
century; the second probably i the

TOLSTOY'S DISCOVERY. 


Having referred to the past, as reflected in 
the literature of Czecho-Slovakia, the lecturer 
touched on the principal periods, There 
were, he said, the fourteenth and the fifteenth 
centuries endeavouring to rise to righteous- 
ness, The Czech King, Charles the Fourth, 
Was a great supporter of moralising literature. 
Many such works were left to them by 
preachers who were outstanding personalities. 
The most illustrous figure in this movement 
was John Hus, who left behind him precious 
works of religious and philological character. 


mander, Ziska, had been written down in 
1425 as ‘ Regulations of a War’ but 
against the use of force, even in self-defence, 
there arose in Bohemia a great philosopher, 
Peter Chelcick. In his works he banned war 
and force of any kind as: contradictory to the 
principles of Christianity, When, in the 
nineteenth century, the great Russian author, 
Count Tolstoy, discoveréd his philosophy, he 
was very much amazed at the close relation 
of their ideas. This great philosophy gave 
impulse to the establishment of the com- 
munity of the Czech Brethren, which still 
existed to-day, and was called in England 
and in America the Moravian Church. From 
these they inherited literary treasures, among 
them a brilliant Czech translation of the 
Bible. 

Contemporary Czech works bore the marks 
otf Latin phraseology, and a number of Czech 
poets wrote in Latin. Anu entirely new era 
for literature and all national life began 
with the outbreak of the Thirty Years’ War. 
Some of the works of Jan Amos Komensky 
were full of deep philosophy of life, whereas 
other works by him contained new vedagocic 
methods, 


THE CZECH LANGUAGE, 


The worst calamity befell during the reign 
of Mana Theresa and her son, Emperor 
Joseph I1., when the Czech language in 
schools began to be replaced by German. At 
this time the Czech nation and its literature 
were threatened with ‘absolate © extinction. 
Fortunately, this pressure caused strong 
reaction, and in the second half of the 
eighteenth century gave impetus to a move- 
ment known as the ' Crech Re-awakemng, 
Two men of science tlluminated to the nation 
its glorious past and spread great enthusiasm 
for the national cause, These were the priests, 
Dobner and Dobrovskv. Their works lad 
the Czech soul with new life and hope, and 
contributed towards the building up of a 
new generation of intelligentsia. From the 
second half of the nineteenth century literary 
life was in full sway both in the field of 
science and poetry. Following the setting np 
of the Dual Monarchy against the will of the 
Czechs, the natural has spread out into 
all classes of society, and it was the daily 
Press to which credit was due for its 
strongest support. The first Czech daily 
paper, in the modern sense of the word, 
appeared in 1848. 

The development of science compelled che 
return of the Prague University into Czech 
hands. This, the first and oldest University 
in Central kurope, was founded in 1548. 

Aiter a relerence to nineteenth century 
poets and writers, Major Razicka outline) 
the career of President Masaryk, *“‘ the :n 
fascinating personality which modern Bohemia 
has produced, 

A vote of thanke to Major Ruzicka 
proposed by Mr. Sean O' Beirne who said tat 
u Czech opera had been written on the 
Ussianic cycle, and that he hoped that Major 
Ruzicka would translate it, if not into Irish, 
at any rate, into Enghsh, so that it could be 
produced in Dublin.

Dublin’s Climate. 


Dubliners might be surprised to learn 
that a certain part of the city evidently 
once enjoyed such sa mild and genial 
climate that in the gardens grapes and figs 
ripened in the open air. So we are 
informed in Irwin’s guide te Dublin, 
published in 1853, and the district so 
favoured by nature was not, as one might 
suppose, some sheltered suburb on the 
South side, but Blackhall street, to the 
west of Church street, now a little-known 
and unsalubrious locality. It has, 
however, 
Running into Church street is Chancery 
street, which, under its original name of 
Pill, or “ Pile,’’ lane, so called from a 
small inlet of the river, was one of the 
oldest named places on the North side, 
being mentioned in title deeds as far back 
as 1310. Here lived Oliver Bond, the 
United Irishman, and close by dwelt the 
famous Dr. Charles Lucas. Church street 
itself was, in the old days, a _ hive 
of industry, being one of the main 
arteries from North to South, and 
possessed many old-fashioned inns, much 
frequented in connection with the fly 

mats then plyimg on the Royal Canal 
from Broadstone to Mullingar. In this 
street was situated ‘‘ Candy’s,’? one of the 
most famous of old Dublin’s chop-houses, 
and here, in the middle of last century, 
was the meeting-place of the Ribbon 
Society, then known as the United Sons 
of Freedom and Sons of the Shamrock.

telephone was intro- 
duced into Ireland in 1880, the first tele- 
phone exchange being opened in that year 
at Castle Chambers, Belfast, by the 
Scottish Telephone Company, Limited. 
Fifty of the leading business houses of 
Belfast were then enterprising enough to 
have telephones installed in their offices on 
the condition that they could have a three 
months’ trial of the instrument, and that 
there would be no fee if they decided not 
to continue the service. The majority of 
these pioneers decided to continue as pay- 
ing subscribers, and from that nucleus the 
service in Belfast was gradually extended. 
The first telephone exchange in Dublin 
was opened about a year after the Belfast 
Exchange by the United Telephone Com- 


mercial Buildings in Dame street. The 
six counties of Northern Ireland have now 
some 22,500 telephones as compared with 
the 25,000 in the twenty-six counties of 
the Free State. As Mayor Walker, of 
New York, has the reputation of being

In order to fix which of the 
pupil s legs was immediately required to 
be im action, he attached to the left a 
straw, or sugan, and to-the right a withy, 
or gad, and, as he played, he chanted the 
rigmarole that my friend had got in his 
head. It is the time-honoured method, 
and it is a pleasure to think that some of 
the old fiddlers can still find welcome on 
the road.

A Curious Monument. 


Last Wednesday, as I was getting out oi 
the "bus at the Whitechurch terminus, I 
noticed the top of a monument peeping 
over the wall of the road to Rathfarnhan:

A Versatile Diplomat. 


To be generally known by a military 
title, and to be at the same time a 
prominent financier, diplomat and 
musician, is a somewhat unusual dis- 
tinction. General Charles G. Dawes 
carries it so lightly that he is familiar to 
his compatriots as 
“Hell and Maria ” 
Dawes, and his 
*underslung’’ pipe 
is probably better 
known throughout 
the world than his 
banking, his politics, 
or his music. 

Of course, 
best known to those 
who take an interest 
in the economics of 
the war as the man 
who gave his name, 
if not its substance, 
to the now = super- 
seded Dawes plan of dealing with the 
problem of German reparations. As the 
United States Ambassador in London, he 
has achieved considerable success and 
popularity in the short time when he has 
represented his country in England. He 
always seems to know exactly the correct 
thing to say and the opportune moment 
in which to say it. In the United States 
he is best known as one of the most 
prominent and wealthy bankers. 

It is an interesting coincidence that at a 
moment when General Dawes is figuring in 
London as one of the prominent statesmen 
of the United States his countrymen 
should be making the acquaintance of lis 
music.

Concrete Facts. 


Watching the swift and efficient trans 
formation which is being effected at Buruh 
quay by the substitution of concrete 
paving for the old stone setts, I was 
reminded of the remarkable advance which 
has been made in the use of this material 
in recent years. Ninety years ago 
concrete as a paving and building material 
was hardly known; now it is used more 
extensively than any other substance in 
the construction of houses and factories. 
Tt still remains to be seen how far these 
buildings will stand the test of time, but 
engineers are of the opinion that concrete 
made with the best. Portland cement 
improves in durability with age. This 
cement is made of three parts of white 
chalk, mixed with one part of clay or mud 
taken from the lower reaches of the Rivers 
Thames and Medway. When water has 
been added to these substances they arc 
churned up and allowed to kettle for some 
weeks. The mixture is then dried, burned 
in kilns, and reduced to a fine powder. 

Unfortunately, however, concrete made 
with the best cement is not always used in 
building, and there are houses in Dublin 
built with inferior concrete, which already 
show ominous cracks. It is well known 
that the walls of some dwellings are mere

Mention in these columns of disused 
prisons and the new purposes which they 
fulfil has prompted a correspondent to 
remind me of the old jail on the Batton 
Hill, Edinburgh, which has been 
unoccupied for a number of years, A 
many-castellated and massive building, 
the old Batton Jail has been superseded 
by the new prison at Laughton, and 
within recent years there has been con- 
siderable discussion locally as to its 
conversion into municipal offices of one 
kind or another. In its present state it 
serves no useful purpose, and so, not un- 
naturally, the citizens are anxious to 
effect certain very necessary structural 
alterations, or to hand it over to the 
house-breakers. The site is a valuable 
one, and commands a fine position in 
the city’s skyline. 

The jail occupies a good part of one of 
Turner's drawings, depicting highlanders 
dancing to the pipes on the Batton Hill. 
Strangers have sometimes mistaken it for 
the Castle of Edinburgh, but might it 
not rather be called the Scott Monument ! 
[t was built im 1807-1812, after the 
“Tay of the Last Minstrel’’ and 
“Marmion” had made Britain en- 
thusiastically, almost comically, medizval. 
Elliot, the architect, was a great admirer 
of Scott, and it is said that the pile on 
the Batton Hill is an architect's idea of 
Branksome Hall put to a practical—and 
very feudal—use. 


A Giant Negotiator. 


Probably the most conspicuous and most 
easily recognisable delegate to the Naval 
Conference in London is Signor D. 
Grandi, the Foreign Minister of Italy, 
who is leading the Italian delegation. In 
stature Signor Grandi looks a giant, so 

, a that it is easy to 
understand his 
‘prowess as one of the 
leading mountaineers. 
In build and 
muscular develop- 
ment he is of almost 
heroic proportions. 
His early life was 
spent as an ofhicer in 
one of Italy’s crack 
Alpine regiments, 
and during the war 
he was commended 
and decorated for 
valour on numerous 
occasions. 

A close friend and confidant of Signor 
Mussolini since the original formation. of 
the Fascist movement, Signor Grandi is 
one of the acknowledged leaders of the 
movement to-day, and is one of its greatest 
orators whose speeches are in demand for 
all stirring occasions. During the period 
in which Signor Mussolini himself directed 
the Italian Foreign Office, Signor Grandi 
held several Under-Secretaryships, in- 
cluding those of Finance and Foreign 
Affairs, but for the past year he Las had 
entire direction of the Foreign Office. 

His position in London will be some- 
what delicate owing to the claim which his 
country is making for naval parity with 
France, and the tension which has existed 
for some years between France and Italy 
because of the hospitality offered by France 
to anti-Fascist propagandists. While he 
may not spring any great surprise upon 
the Conference, such as is expected in some 
quarters, Signor Grandi is likely to prove

Adam and Eve's Church. 


The reference in the *‘ Diary ’’ the other 
day to a raid on the Franciscan ‘‘ Mass- 
house " in Back lane three centuries ago, 
vecallgs a story, not generally known, con- 
cerning the fine church of the Order on 
Merchants’ quay, popularly known as 
“ Adam and Eve's Church.” It was not 
dedicated, as some might surmise, to our 
first parents, but the traditional story is 
as follows:—Henry. IJI., in 1236, granted 
a piece of ground on the South side of 
Dublin, close to the city walls, to the 
Conventual Franciscans, and here they 
erected a fine church and monastery, both 
of which were suppressed under Henry 
VIII., who sold the property to one, 
Thomas Stephens, fer the sum of £36 6s. 
(about £800 of our money) and an annua! 
rental of two shillings. The nephew and 
heir of this man sold the beautiful corbels, 
mullions, and marble altars in England, 
and converted the property into building 
land, and henceforth the Franciscans led 
a preearious existence until, about 1615, 
they rented a small house at the rere of 
an old tavern in Cook street., then known 
as the sign of Adam and Eve. ‘This house 
was entered by a narrow passage from 
Cook street, and, during penal times, 
those entering had to give the counter 
sign, “ Í am going to Adam and Eve's.’’ 
Hence, even after the present church was 
built in 18352, the name still clings to the 
present day. 


A Motor Bus Motto.

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FLATS AND “GARAGES. 


Landon’s: building “suthorities are faced 
with two difficult problems—the housing of 
the citizen, and the housing of the citizen’s 
car. A possible solution of the first of these 
problems is to be found in the huge blocks 
of flats which are springing up all over 
London. It is estimated that within the 
past seven years 100,000 new flats have 
come ‘into existence in London, and this 
year that number will be considerably’ in- 
creased. Apart from new structures designed 
exclusively for flat dwellers, such as the 
palatial Grosvenor House in Park jane, many 
of the commercial buildings at present in 
course of erection are devoting their top 
stories to flats. These include the '' Hove”’ 
building, near Westminster, and the Under- 
ground Railway headquarters, now nearing 
completion, at Baker street. 

The problem of sheltering the citizen’s 
car is complicated by the steady growth of 
London’s automobile population, which will, 
it is estimated, double itself within the next 
four years at the present rate of. increase. 
To meet this situation it is natural that the 
precedent set by the flat-dwellers should be 
followed—the cars being housed in layers, as 
it were. Thus London's latest garage. 
recently opened near Piccadilly, consists of 
three stories, and a basement. ~ To any of 
these floors cars can be driven by means of 
sloping runways. The building, ‘which pro- 
vides space for over 1,000 cars, is claimed 
to be superior in some respects to similar 
ones in America. The ‘‘ multi-floor ” garage, 
though new to England, has been in use in 
America for the past ten years. It. is 
interesting to note that, whereas London’s 
new “super-garage”’ is designed to meet 
the shortage of accommodation caused by 
the concentration of the city’s theatres into 
a small area, congestion in New York is 
largely caused by shoppers. Some of tae 
big stores provide “ upstairs ’ garages for 
customers—and one firm boasts a spiral track 
by means of which cars can be parked on 
the 11th floor! 

Looking ahead, it’ seems probable that 
London's greatest source of traffic congestion 
in the future will be the close proximity of 
big blocks of flats. Only one of the struc- 
tures of this type recently erected provides 
accommodation for its tenants’ cars. It is 
safe to prophecy that the multi-floor garage 
will eventually be largely used in eonjune- 
tion with blocks of flats, so that the car 
| and its owner will be under the same roof— 
if not on the same floor. There is no reason, 
however, why the garage should. be above 
ground-level. The London County Council 
regulations, which limit the height of 
buildings, put overground space at a 
premium. Hence it is quite possible that 
the house of the future will extend as far 
below ground as it does above it. Some of 
America’s latest structures have as many as 
five ‘‘stories’’ of basement. This space, 
while scarcely suitable for human habitation, 
would provide excellent accommodation for 
motors. 

The fashion of keeping the car under- 
ground is growing in favour in private 
houses. In some old houses basement 
kitchens have been transformed into garages 
by the construction of sloping approaches 
from the street. Where new houses are 
being erected on sites which formerly pos- 
sessed a * basement,’’ architects can utilise 
the excavated area to house the runabout. 
Some old buildings. were pulled down some 
years ago in Kensington, and the existing 
basement was so utilised in the row of 
houses erected on the site. The front view 
of these houses gives no indication of the 
presence of the garage, which 1s approached 
from the back of the house. This treatment 
is certainly preferable to the so-called 
“integral’’ garage which occupies one of 
fortunate device to which modern architects 
are driven by lack of space. 
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5,000 TONS CARGO OF

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The sett paving on Burgh quay, which 
has recently become the terminus for a large 
number’*cf motor 'bus services, has been 
replaced by an all-concrete roadway, which 
has been constructed by the Engineer's De- 
partment of the Dublin Corporation. This 
roadway is seven inches in depth, the top 
being composed of a two-inch thickness of 
concrete, mixed 1:1) :3, and a whinstone 
aggregate passing a 13” ring is used. The 
roadway.is reinforced with B.R.C. No. 8, 
laid with the main reinforcement across, the 


road to meet the danger of a slight movement 
in the river wall, causing longitudinal cracks 
to appear in the roadway. 

The cement used was the Josson brand, 
supplied by Messrs. Norman Macnaughton 
and Sons (Dublin), Ltd., for the greater part 
of the work, and Ferrocrete, supplied by 
Messrs. Chadwick (Dublin), Ltd., local sup- 
pliers for the Cement Marketing Co., Lid.., 
for the area laid in the later stages, and 
which was opened. to traffic shortly after 
coustruction, 


Advantage was taken of this reconstruc- 
tion to reduce the cross-fall in the roadway, 
which was previously 2’ 6” in some places. 
For this purpose a counter-kerb was con- 
structed to the footpath along the river wall, 
and the old road-bed filled so as to make 
the two channels of the new road approx- 
mately level. 


The total area laid was 4,000 yards, and 
the time occupied, including Christmas holt- 
days and stops due to quite exceptionally 
bad weather, was six weeks. 


MODERN ARCHITECTURE. 


Sir Banister Fletcher delivered the Pre- 
sident’s annual address to students before the 
Royal Institute of British Architects on Mon- 
day evening. 

In these days, he said, there were special 
aspects of great importance which called 
upon architects to exercise ingenuity in plan, 
elevation and general detail. He mentioned, 
for one thing, the serious increase. in the 
cost of labour. This would appear to be a 
new condition which had come to stay, if 
not to grow. Therefore, architects must de- 
cide what was the best use to which they 
could assign the funds at their disposal. 
They could allow this limitation to hamper 
style, or turn it into an aid to inventive- 
ness.. They were not left without a signpost 
from the past, for the great Sir Christopher 
Wren was faced with this same difficulty in 
an aggravated form when, with very re- 
stricted outlay, he had to rebuild the city 
churches after the great fire. They could 
study each church and notice how he appor- 
tioned the money at his disposal to that part 
of the design which would be most efiective 
—one of the great lessons to be learned from 
this past master in their art. Triumph over 
new difficulties was the test of power. to turn 
untoward conditions to inventiveness in de- 
sign. 

They might even be thankful that super- 
fluous ornament and meaningless features and 
dust-collecting mouldings were being largely 
eliminated in the search for reduction of 
cost. Now that public buildings, business 
premises and private dwellings had to be 
increasingly huddled together, especially in 
towns, 1} became imperative to seek repose 
in design, besides providing a structural sur- 
face that did not lend itselí to the collection 
oí smoke and dirt.. Reinforced concrete as a 
modern ,material was likely to produce novel 
features when it was used as the carcass of a 
building, for it demanded great judgment in 
its external treatment. 


In designing modern buildings, however, 
they should not be led astray into thinking 
that they were better able to produce some- 
thing original without a study of the best 
examples of what had gone before. There was 
real value in tradition, and the architect 
thoroughly conversant with it was more 
likely to exercise origimality in his designs 
than one who had not been-trained in the 
iradition of the past. Architecture, which 
was. lithic history, much resembled lan. 
guage which had come down the centuries 
with changes in each age. Modern design 
rould not justify originality involving the 
invention of new forms divorced from tradi- 
tion, Forced originality was not to be en- 
couraged, for natural originality should re- 
sult from new conditions and new materials. 
Nowhere perhaps was there more originality 
than in American architecture, and yet many 
of the most prominent American architects 
had been trained at the Ecole des Beaux- 
Arts in Paris, where tradition was most 
“igidly adhered to in the curriculum, 
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BUILDING MATERIALS 
BUREAU. 
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The Building Materials Bureau which has 
just been opened by the Architectural Asso- 
ciation at 34 Bedford square, London, origi- 
nated in August, 1928, in a small collection 
of materials got together for the purpose of 
illustrating lectures to students, Frequently 
added to, this collection grew to such con- 
siderable proportions that its value to the 
practising architect became apparent, and it 
was decided to establish a bureau for the 
benefit of the architectural profession. The 
object is to maintain an up-tu-date collection 
of samples on a scale which is impossible in 
an architect’s. office, and thus provide in a 
convenient way means by which architects 
can keep in touch with al] the latest: develop- 
ments in the manufacture of matetials and 
articles used in building, and have available 
for reference a wide range of samples c* 
standard materials such as bricks, tiles, tim- 
bers, etc. The Bureau is under the direction 
of a special committee appointed by the 
Council of the Architectural Association, and 
is open daily between the hours of 10 a.m. 
atid 6 p.m. (Saturdays, 1 p.m.), and is in 
continual use by architects. 


the Bureau by invitation of the Architectural 
Association, and the Council reserves to itself 
complete freedom in their selection and re- 
tention. Samples are deposited in the Bureau 
and accepted on the basis that they become 
the property of the Architectural Association. 
No payment of any kind is accepted from any 
firms exhibiting. 

The exhibits in the Bureau are divided 
under “the following headings :+Acoustic 
materials; asbestos cement goods; bricks ‘and 
ceramic materials; cement, limes, plasters 
and accessories; electrical goods; fabrics, car- 
pets and upholstery -materials; flooring 
materials; glass; glazed tiles; ironmongery ; 
marble (natural and artificial); marbolithics 
and scagliola; metalwork of all types; paints, 
stains and: varnishes; plywoods; roofing 
materials; stones (nattral and artificial) ; 
thermal insulating materials; timbers (in- 
cluding. a special -exhibit by the Empire 
Marketing Board): wallboards; water _fit- 
tings; windows and skylights. There is also 
a large collection of trade lists and commer- 
cial directories for reference.

PIPE LINE BRIDGES. 


Recently, during the laying down of a 
water supply system, it was necessary to 
cross three railways which were spanned by 
ffighway bridges. Both the railway and the 
highway engineers regarded these bridges as 
inadequate to bear the weight and strain of 
the water pipes in addition to their usual 
load, and refused to grant, permits for the 
installation of the mains on the bridge floors. 

It was decided to build separate trusses to 
carry them, and these were constructed of 
steel, 66ft., 79ft., and 96ft. in length. ‘The 
two shorter trusses were built and hauled to 
the site and placed on the abutments in one 
piece, but the last was too long and un- 
wieldy, so was hauled to the site in two 
sections. These were riveted together on the 
spot, and the construction was then hoisted 
into position and placed as one piece. 

The water mains rest on these trusses, being 
Jaid on 2 x 12, x Zin, plates placed at equal dis- 
tances along the span. These are fixed to the 
truss and the water mains are bolted down to 
them by means of jin, ‘‘U’’ bolts. It was 
felt that under certain conditions there might 
by an overturning effect, and to guard against 
this the 66ft. and the 79ft. trusses were at- 
tached, by means of five straps, to the exist- 
ing highway bridges. The straps were riveted 
on to the truss, three being attached to the 
top chord and two to the bottom chord, but 
the attachment to the highway bridge was by 
bolts, cemented into the stonework and hold- 
ing the strap-ends through slots. 

lhe reason for the slotting of the ends of 
the straps was so that as little vibration as 
possible should be communicated from the 
bridge to the water mains. The fittings at both 
ends of the trusses were held secure from 
blowing out by means of pipe clamps, and the 
usual lead joints were made between the pipe 
sections on the three trusses. It is interesting 
tc note that an arrangement was made where- 
by the centre sections of each pipe-line worked 
in a sleeve, with gland packing, to allow for 
expansion and contraction due to temperature 
variations. 


£4,300.000 RAILWAY 
SCHEME 
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New locomotives, coaches, waggons, steam- 
ships and motor car ferries are to be built 
for the Southern Railway of England. Im- 
provements are to be made at a number of 
stations; the electrification of three new sec- 
tions of the system is to be completed, and 
extensive works on the Southampton Docks 
will be carried out. The total 
authorised by the directors for this year is 
£4,300,000, about one-third of which will pay 
for new rolling stock. Some £800,000 will be 
spent on Southampion Docks, and nearly 
£600,000 on electrification. 

The biggest new station improvement now 
sanctioned is the reconstruction of Exeter 
Station, at a cost of £197,000. Dover is to 
have a new Customs shed. which will cost. 
496,000, and Gravesend also new Customs 
and passenger accommodation at the West 
Pier, at the price of £2,500. The main line 
at Headcorn is to be widened and the station 
bnildings reconstructed, and this will cost 
£56,500. Meanwhile many important works 
just begun will be continued this year. The 
reconstruction of Dover Priory is one of the 
biggest, and will mean an expenditure of 
£135,000. The new station at Hastings is to 
cost £202,000. , 

Bigger steamers for the service to the 
Channel Islands are now being built on the 
Clyde, and will provide improved accommo- 
dation. These two boats, which are to cost 
£170,000 each, will be in use by Easter. 
They will have a speed of 194 knots, and half 
the accommodation will be allotted to second- 
class passengers. In the first class there will 
be a tea lounge on the boat deck and a 
shelter with ample seating accommodation on 
the promenade decik. he Isle of Wight 
service is also to have two new paddle 
steamers, each with a capacity of about 
1,350 passengers, to work between Ports- 
mouth and Ryde. They, too. are being built 
on the Clyde at a cost of £62,000 each.

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Mr. J. Quigley, Chief Roads Engineer to 
the Departinent of Local Government, in a 
report on road administration in the county, 
submitted to the Kerry County Council, says 
that, owing to lack of any attention, 
thousands of pounds, expended in very ex- 
pensive reconstruction, have practically been 
wasted. 
The report states that ‘‘ the provision 
made by the Kerry County Council for the 
upkeep of main roads during the current 
year ts utterly inadequate. The result is 
that these roads are seriously deteriorated 
in most cases, 
“ A special Road Fund grant, amounting 
to £20,000. was,” says the report, “ pro- 
vided in December, 1926, for the improve- 
ment of the Listowel to Ballybunion road, 
nine miles in length in all, including im. 
rovement of the road in Listowel Urban 
istrict. Nothing, however, appears to have 
done in the way of upkeep for many 
months past. The nine miles of surface is 
now in practically a ruined condition owing 
to total neglect,’ ‘‘ Potholes taking at rar- 
dom, as passed along,” declares Mr.

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NEW CONCRETE BRIDGES 
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The Royal Fine Art Commission for Scot- 
land has issued the following statement :— 

Of recent years the rapid increase of traffic 
has impelled highway authorities to build 
many new bridges with the aid of substantial 
contributions from the Road Fund, and in 
1925 the Ministry of Transport issued an im- 
portant circular (No. 224) on this question 
to local authorities. To obtain grants from 
the Road Fund, certain conditions must be 
complied with. 

The Royal Fine Art Commission for Scot- 

land has been in correspondence with the 
Ministry in the matter. The Commissioners 
feel that sufficient care has not always been 
taken to ensure that the surface treatment 
of such structures shall be in harmonious re- 
lationship with their surroundings. Since 
1925 experiments have been made with 
different varieties of treatment such as sur- 
face painting, coloured cement, and methods 
of roughening which allow the aggregate of 
the concrete to show and dominate the colour. 
These have been tried on structures under the 
observation of the Ministry, au interesting 
example being Aitcham Bridge in Shropshire, 
on the Holyhead road. In this case the local 
Grinshill stone was used for the old bridge 
and the neighbouring buildings, but it was 
not found possible to employ it in the facing 
work on the new bridge on account of its 
porosity. An excellent effect was, however. 
obtained by the use of a local quartzite. 
_ Again, it is understood that, in construct- 
ing the new bridge over the River Thames at 
Richmond, fall advantage will be taken of the 
experience already gained in securing a pleas- 
ing suriace texture for the concrete. and 
further extensive experiments will be under- 
taken with a view to obtaining the most satis- 
factory results. The Commissioners will 
always be prepared to give advice in particn 
lar’ causes to local authorities who may desire 
their help. 


PREFERENCE FOR BRITISH 
MATERIALS. 
_-— -> ---—- 


~The Minister of Health has adcressed a 
circular to local authorities and port sanitary 
authorities in England and Wales drawing 
their attention to the desirability of making 
use to the utmost extent practical la of goods 
and materials of home production. 

The circular states that such a palicy is 
especially important at present, when the 
Government 1s exploring every avenue and 
making «very effort to assist in the reduction 
of unemployment, and when local authorities 
have already shown their desire to co-operate 
in every possible way in this endeavour. It 
has been laid down as a condition precedent 
to grants given because of unemployment 
that all materials required for assisted works 
shall, as far as practicable, be of United 
Kingdom origin, and all manufactured 
articles shall be of United Kingdom manu- 
facture, subject, however, to such exceptions 
as the Government Department or Com- 
mittee concerned mav find necessary or desir- 
able in any particular case, having regard to 
all the circumstances, including the compara- 
tive prices of British and foreign articles. 
The desirability of applying the same prin- 
ciples in the-case of all contracts entered into 
by local authorities, whether or not thev ate 
in respect of services which are aided bv 
Exchequer grants, has previously been 
brought to the notice of local authorities, 
and the Government wish again to urge the 
importance of this policy, and to request that 
when what is required cannot for one reason 
or another be supplied from home sources 
the possibility of satisfactory alternatives 
of home origin may be explored. Where 
there is no alternative to purchasing material 
from abroad, local authorities should keep 
in mind preference for goods and materials 
of Imperial origin. 


GRIMSBY’S NEW DOCK. 
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The construction of the new dock at 
Grimsby for the fishing industry will begin 
early this year. Mr. J, A. Wickham, Clef 
Docks Engineer of the London and North- 
Eastern Railway, will be the chief engineer, 
and has many assistants at works on plans 
and specifications. 

The additional water spave which the new 
dock will provide is 37 acres, and as it. will 
be joined to the existing Fish Dock No. 1; 
the total water space in one area -will be 53 
acres, The work, estimated to cost £1,418,000, 
consists of the construction of a river wall 
or embankment one mile and a third in 
length. A large area of land will also be 
reclaimed, of which 39 acres will be available 
for mdustrial development, including the pro- 
vision of works; offices. and stores. essential 
to the quick despatch of fish when landed, 
and the coaling and provisioning of ships. 
The neck dock will provide eight modern 
slipways upon which vessels will he hauled, 
irrespective of the state of the tide, for ex, 
amination and repairing, These slipways, 
being in addition to those in. the existing 
graving dock, will provide a long overdue 
facility for ‘‘ quick turns” in decking or 
slipping. The new dock will also provide 
six modern coaling appliances, by means of 
which trawlers will be able to take their 
bunker coal direct instead of via lighter, and 
thereby shorten the period in port. e 
railway sidings will be designed to feed these

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CURING CONCRETE - 
ROADS. 


There are many differences of opinion, even 
amongst those who claim to have made a 
special studv. of the subject, as to the advam 
tages of using silicate of soda for curing con 
crete roads. With the great increase in the 
use of concrete for road work has come a 
difficulty in ensumring& that the concrete was 
properly water-cured, andthe use of a mate 
rial which wouldeact*positively*has nyuclr to 
commend it. | 


Every engineer knows that concrete must 
be kept damp during setting to ensure proper 
strength, and to prevent trouble, and the old- 
fashioned method of spreading wet canvas or 
wet straw over the freshly-laid surface has 
given place to more scientific means, amongst 
which may be mentioned the spraying of the 
surface with a bituminous material, applied 
as a cold emulsion, which would form a skin 
over the concrete, and so prevent the water 
contained in it from evaporating. Wet earth 
spread over the subject is also used at times, 
with good results; but it 1s obvious that what 
is wanted Is some method that IS not so de- 
pendent for its upon. the human 
element. 


Success 


It has been shown during field tests that 
when of soda 3s used, the resuliing 
concrete is as strong as that cured with wet 
earth or straw; in fact, the results showed 
that silicate-cured concrete at the end of six 
months had a crushing strength of 5,364)b., 
as compared with a crushing strength of 
4 S@5lb , for similar cénereté cured with wei 
earth. lt may be argued: that erushing 
strength is only one of mahy considératio:s, 
but examination of the respe: tive 
stretches of road for number and distribution 
of cracks showed that the silicate of 
cured section had the fewer cracks. We have 
it on the authority of Mr. F. M. Suarez that 
the majority of American States, as a result 
of these exper:ments, now permits the use of 
Silicate of soda. Further, «a number of muni- 
cipalities have written silicate into their 
Specifications for curing concrete side-walks, 
gutters, and 
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kerbs, sub bases shoulders. 

_ Silicate of soda is a mineral product which 
Is pieduced whe. sand and soda ere fused 
together in a. furnace, and it has then the 
appearance of glass, Naturally, the propor- 
tions of the two ingredients may be varied 
within fairly. wide limits, with a correspond. 
Ing variation in its characteristics and pro- 
perties. It readily dissolves in water, forming 
a syrup, and the ability to modify its pro- 
por dep enables it to be used. commercially, 
or @ variety of purposes, from preserving 
eggs to the making of a plastic cement. It 
can also be used in adhesives, as a water 
softener, detergent and a size. 


To spread the silicate on the road all that 
has to be done is to pour the compound |from 
pails or sprinkling pans or from wateying 
cans with rosettes and -brush it fairly evenly 
over the surface, with soft brooms, mops, or 
hand brushes. This sheuld be done lightly 
so that the finished surface of the concrete 
is not disturbed, and care should be taken 
that the spreading is done evenly. It is 
only in this connection that the human 
element actually enters and allows of possible 
variations in the results, At the same time, 
the compound is so fluid that there is very 
little risk of uneven results. 


One application is all that is necessary, an- 
less rain has fallen to an appreciable extent 
within six hours after the first treatment, and 
then a second application; which may be 
rather. weaker than the first, will be neces- 
sary. The advantage of this over the wet 
earth or wet straw methods becomes obvious 
when it is mentioned that whilst a silicate- 
eured road may be left to itself after the 
first coat, a water-cured road, no matter by 
what means the water supply is ensured, has 
to be visited perhaps half, a doren. times 
during the earings m order that thermaterial 
used for blanketing may be kept damp. Then 
there is the further cost of labour and trans- 
port in removing the earth or straw, a cost 
which is not incurred with the silicate method. 

Generaily speaking, the appearance of a 
silicate-cured .road is better ‘han that of..a 
road cured in any other fashion; jt is a better 
colour, and.of a rather finer surface. But 
there is a far greater advantage gained by 
curing with-silicate of soda, whieh is that the 
time or curing is appreciably. shortened, and 
the road can be opened to traffic at an earlier

We cannot 
go much further ahead alone. Indeed, if 
we cannot get an agreement, we may be 
forced to expand. Mr. Stimson put the 
position most admirably before he loft 
Washington: ‘ Too little means of defence 
gives a nation a feeling of insecurity ; too 
much gives its neighbours a feeling of in- 
security.’ This is the kernel, the truth of 
the matter. 

“What constitutes the tremendous 
cravity of our deliberations is this—the 
alternative of limitation is competitive 
building. The end of competitive build- 
ing is war; let us look that fact full in the 
face. We can only banish war from our 
midst if we will do it together—if we 
agree amongst ourselves to do so. The 
alternative to agreement is rivalry in the 
manufacture of monsters of 
piled-up taxation and certain war. 

“ But I must now say good-bye to you. 
Believe me, ‘we recognise the conypliment 
paid to the Conference by the strength and 
representative character of your United 
States delegation. I believe that never has 
such a group been sent over to this country 
by you. I can give you a most admirable 
report of them. They have been every- 
where warmly received, and we are glad in 
our hearts to show how much we value 
their presence, and the help that they are 
coing to give us. They and we are enlisted 
in the cause of peace, and our only rivalry 
is to do it the greatest service. 

“ Now, my listeners,’ ‘Good day’; I 
must return to the House of Commons.”

After the meeting, it was stated 
officially that their discussion was a 
general one in regard to the business of 
the Conference. It was further statod 
that the French, Italian and British 
delegations will meet. this afternoon. 


AN AMERICAN RUMOUR. 

The delegates were surprised, by nA 
statement originating fron an American 
source, that there had been a rift bo 
tween the British and American del? 
gations, and that M. Tardieu had inter- 
posed as mediator. Yesterday‘s proceed- 
ings were so preparatory and informal 
that vital and specific differences would 
por at this stage, even be discussed. 
Communications between the British and 
American delegations have been confined 
to a visit of a few minutes by Mr. 
Stimson to Downing street. 

Mr. Stimson last night paid a visit to 
Signor Grandi, the leader of the Italian 
delegates. 

The leaders of all delegations were very 
busy last night, putting the final touches 
on the speeches which they will make at 
to-day’s Conference. It is understood that 
these will be short statements of whut 
are regarded as the naval requirements 
of each of the five Powers.

Two sisters, one of whom lives at 
Birmingham and the other at Smethwick, 
are arsan a claim to a fortune 
stated to amount to £2,900,090 (several 
months ago the estate was stated to 
amount to 2,000,000 doilars), left’ by 
Edward J. Boyle, who died at Boston, 
Massachusetts, early in 1928 without 
leaving a will, 

Edward Boyle had accompanied his 
father when he emigrated to America 
from Athlone, and, ssing great 
business abilities, founded a credit clothing 
business, which spread. throughout the 
United States. 

After his death three cousins claimed 
the fortune in the absence of any more 
closely related members of the family. It 
was not apparently known then that two 
nieces were living in the birmingham 
district. 

The nieces are Mrs. Lewis Grant 
Roberts, of Yew Tree road, Smethwick, 
and Mrs. Albert Baker, of Ravenhurst 
road, Harborne, Birmingham. 


LEFT FOR UNITED STATES. 

Mrs. Baker, accompanied by a solicitor, 
left for the United States in the Aquitania 
a fortnight ago, and her sister is eagerly 
awaiting news from her. 

She had previously visited Ireland in 
order to obtain evidence establishing the 
claims of her sister and herself. 
husband is at the present time in hospital. 

Mrs. Roberts is a trained nurse, and 
has lived in Smethwick for many years, 
where her husband is employed by a 
brewery company. 


JUDGE VISITS IRELAND. 

In the search for the next-of-kin, Judge 
McCooey, administrator of the estate of 
Boyle, visited Treland on a number of 
occasions, but his efforts to trace likely 
inheritors proved fruitless. Three cousins 
of the deceased man Boyle had been found 
in the United States. 

Some months ago Judge McCooer, while 
in Ireland, told an Jrish Times representa- 
tive that, since documentary proof had 
been obtained concerning the claims of 
these three first cousins. they were the 
rightful heirs to the estate. Their names 
are James M. Boyle, of Millville, Massa- 
chusetts, and his brothers, Thomas J. 
Boyle and William A. Boyle, of Brooklyn. 
New York. Mary Kate O’Doherty, of 
Charlestown, Treland, also a first cousin 
of the deceased man Boyle, had died in 
1924. If she had lived until after the 
death of Boyle in 1928, she would have 
inherited one-fourth part of the estate.

EXCHANGE OF SHOTS 
WITH POLICE. |

WARSAW, Wednesday. 

Considerable activity among Com- 
munist agitators in Poland was noticéd 
yesterday, and it is presumed that they 
want to take advantage of the temporar 
depression in trade and industry, whic 
has thrown quite a number of men out of 
work. 

The most serious happenings are 
reported from Solthyzse, near Lwow— 
Lemberg, as it was formerly called. Huge 
crowds of Ukrainian Communists were 
led by agitators against the local police 
station and fired a number of shots. The 
police fired two volleys in return, killing 
two Communists and wounding several 
others. : 

Order was restored when police rein- 
forcements from outside appeared on the 
scene. Fourteen Communists are in cus- 
tody. Several policemen were wounded 
in the fighting. 


POLICE USE SIDE-ARMS. 

Agitators also instigated an attack by 
some seven hundred men on the Town 
Hall of Grudziadz, in Polish Pomerania. 
The police mastered the situation, using 
their side-arms only.

SOVIET ABANDONS LENIN’S 
ECONOMIC POLICY. 
From ‘‘ Tuy Trmes ’’ CoRRESPONDENT. 

RIGA, Wednesday. 

In connection with the celebration 
yesterday and. to-day of the fifth anniver- 
sary of Lenin’s death, Stalin, General 
Secretary of the Russian Communist Party 
and. virtual Dictator of Soviet Kussia, has 
published a special article, in which he 
announces the decision definitely to 
abandon Lenin’s new~ economic policy, 50 
far as the countryside is concerned, and to 
return to the policy followed during the 
earlier years of the Revolution. 

Stalin explains that the abandonment, 
in fact, has taken place already, although 
some ‘* comrades ” do not realise this, and 
pretend that the present phase is a con- 
tinuation of a consistent policy, whereas 
if is a sharp turn backwards to the policy 
of eradicating the rural capitalist 
clements. 


MUST BE DESTROYED. 

Soviet legislation of the past contains 
contradictions which, Stalin declares, must 
be corrected. There is a Soviet law pro- 
tecting the Kulak interests (comparatively 
well-to-do peasants), and guaranteeing the 
immunity from persecution of the Kulaki 
as a whole, It is decided to end this 
pretence. 

Stalin says: “ It is not sufficient to pro- 
ceed against the Kulak by limitations and 
partial destruction. The present campaign 
must destroy him utterly and deprive him 
of the right to cultivate land.”

Only a year ago a 
deputation had waited on Mr. Heffernan, 
the Secretary for Posts and Telegraphs, 
on the matter. He hoped that, with the

As to the cost of maintaining:s high- 
power station, Mr. McAteer said that at 
a moderate estimate there were at least 
100,000 potential licence-holders; and, if 
even only half of these took out licences, 
there would be revenue sufficient not only 
to maintain the station, but to meet in- 
creased charges for improved programmes. 
The revenue of £13,000 from licences last 
vear, plus the sum of £34,000 derived from 
import duty, move than paid for the 
upkeep of the two stations at present 
working. There was, as a matter of fact, 
a surplus of £5,000. His own view was 
that wireless should be a State service, 
delivered free of licence. - The philosophic 
function of licensing in any State is to 
restrict the use of something undesirable. 
Licensing of dogs, for instance, was aimed 
at the prevention of pariah dogs. They 


which’ many. people regarded as un 
desirable; but. he held. that it was 
altogether wrong philosophy to apply any 
restrictions to receiving sets. 


STEREOTYPED PROGRAMMES. 


He did not approve of the present Irish 
programmes.

THE STEEL INDUSTRIES SCHEME. 

Was there, in 1929, a great scheme for the 
purchase of certain steel industries ?—Yes, 
there were negotiations for the purchase of 
shares and interests in steel companies. 

Did you know that Austin Friar’s Trust 
had to “find £8,000,000 by a date in June ?— 
I‘ believe it was for that amount. . 

Was it manifest by that date (June 18;

SIR GILBERT GARNSEY’S EVIDENCE. 

Sir Gilbert Garnsey then entered the 
witness box, and said that he was a partner 
ia the firm of Price, Waterhouse and Co. 
On September 18th, last year, he received 
a telephone message from Hatry, and he 
made an appointment to see him on the 
following day. Hatry arrived, with the 
other three defendants, and a ¢onversation 
took place. The witness told Hatry that he 
had been instructed by certain’ banks - to 
carry out investigations of the companies 
with which he was connected. Hatry replied 
that he was in possession of that informa- 
tion. Hatrv intimated that he wanted to 
say something very serious, and he pro- 
ceeded to explain that he and his co- 
defendants had heen guilty of very serions 
offences in connection with their companies. 
Hatry said that he wished to make a com- 
plete statement before the investigation was 
made. The witness agreed that all -foar 
defendants were present at that interview, 
and they all assented to the statement, which 
Hatry was going to make.

The 
witness asked him to explain further, and 
said that his statement. was really serious.

it meant and what the punishment would be.

SUBSIDISED EMPIRE 
ROUTES, 

It is stated in well-informed aviation 
yuavters that more money is to be 
allocated for the development of civil 
uviation in the British Air Estimates for 
the coming year. 

The Government. it is believed, intend 
to pursue a policy of rapid development in 
the establishment of Empire air routes. 
Some of the extra money is to be expended 
on subsidies for the operation of an eight 
thousand miles Empire air route from 
London to Cape 'lown to be opened this 
year, and on further experiments with air- 
ships for Empire air routes. Intensive 
development of great flying boats for 
passenger carrying is to be undertaken. 

In this connection orders have already 
been placed for multi-engined flying boats 
of approximately the same power as the 
big German D.O.X., but instead of twelve 
engines these will be driven bv six of the 
new 825 horse-power H type Rolls-Royce 
engines, and will weigh over thirty tons. 

They are to be used on overseas routes 
oí the newly-developed Empire air service.

The 
étatement was received with interest by the 
Opposition, for it showed that the Govern- 
ment now holds the Soviet Government 
responsible for the activities of the Third 
International. 

THE HOUR OF SITTING. 

Hitherto the ‘proposal that the House 
should meet at an earlier hour, and rise al a 
convenient time, which would give members 
an opportunity of enjoying their evenings, 
has failed to secure the approval of either 
House. In the hope of obtaining a more 
favourable verdict under a Labour Govern- 
ment, Mr. McElwee “brought the matter 
forward again this evening in the form of 
« motion for the appointment of a Select 
Committee to consider the possibility of an 
earlier hour.of meeting. He said that the pre- 
seit hours did- not suit twentieth century 
conditions. In the olden days things were 
differerit. Members then were mainly of the 
leicured class or members of the legal profes- 
sion, who lived on the people’s sins, and in 
the afternoon came down to the House to 
muddle up the Statutes so tha; people might 
sin still more.’ (¢Laugliter.) 

Sir Kingsley Wood at this point suggested 
that, in view of the line of ag: pre- 
sented by the hon. member, t 
General should be» present, but the Speaker 


not entitled to express an opinion. 

Mr. McElwee went on to plead for a more 
rational life for members as ‘well as for the 
officials and police on duty. 

, Mr. G. Hardie-seconded the motion. 

Captain Bourne opposed the proposal. He 
pointed out that the subject had been con- 
sidered by a Select Committee in 1915, and 
they unanimously turned the proposal down. 
Objections were also raised by Mr. Kingsley- 
sriffith, a Juberal, who said that they did not 
want a House composed of purely professional 
pcliticians. It was better to go on being a 
de'ightful mixture of types. 

Mr. Sexton, Labour member for St. 
Helen's, thought that the real purpose of the 
résolution would be served if they abolished 
all-night sittings. Members, he said, should 
refrain from wasting time by putting supple- 
mentary questions, The suggestion which 
‘had been made in one quarter, 
that no member over thirty-five years 
of age should be asked to sit after 
eight o’clock was ridiculous. He was 74, 
and he resented such an imputation upon his 

hysical and mental abilities. (cheers.) 
But all-night sittings were unnecessary and 
wasteful. Each such sitting cost the State 
about £2,000. 

A NON-PARTY MATTER. 

Mr. Lees-Sinith, Postmaster-General, on be- 
half of the Government, said that as this 
was a non-party question, they were willing 
that it should be decided by a free vote 
of the House. He agreed that, as things 
now were, they led an abnormal life; but, 
on the other hand, there were great 
difficulties in. the way of an earlier meeting, 
and there was no certainty that if the House 
did meet at 11 a.m: it would ‘adjourn at 
7 p.m. Then there was the Committee 
work to be considered, and Ministers would 
be left with no time to Jook after the,work 
of their departments, 

Sir Austen Chamberlain’ said that, no 
doubt, politicians’ lives were abnormal, and 
involved a great physical and mental strain 
on members; but, after all, the House was 
not a place for ‘idjeness, and certainly it 
could not be said that politicians had a 
soft und ‘‘ cushy’ job." The House would 
suffer if it was deprived of ‘the services 
of thos» who.could not give their whole 
time to it, and, as had heen pointed gut, 
there was the question of the Committees 
t» be considered.. If this system of. Com- 
mittees further developed, it might be 
necessary to devote certain davs to Com- 
mittee work only, and certain other days to 
the sitting of the House. But se long as 
the Committee and the House met on the 
same days, and Ministers ‘had to discharge 
their duties, he did not think that they 
would gain any benefit by changing: the 
present system. 

Mr. Jack Jones said that he was not so 
much concerned about hours as procedure, 
a subject which might well be considered by 
a Select Committee, Personally, he was at 
his best atter hours. (Laughter.) 

After some further discussion the motion 
for the appointment of a Select Committee 
was carried by 169 votes to 139. 

Sir Bertram Falle afterwards brought for- 
ward'a motion advocating the granting of 
marriagé allowances to naval officers, but the 
House took little interest in the subject, and 
was counted out at 8.5 p.m.

SIR WILLIAM HICKIE. 

Before making the presentation Sir William 
Hickie, whe was loudly applauded, said he 
came there to speak to them as one old soldier 
to another. He felt highly honoured by the 
kindly reception which they had given him 
from the very old friends of his who had 
fought in the 16th (Irish) Division, but also 
from the other gallant Irishmen who had 
fought in the English, Welsh and Scottish 
regiments. He congratulated them from the 
bottom of his heart on the way that they had 
made that club what it was. They had 700 
ex-Service men in that place, 500 of whom 
One of 
the causés, he said, why a Sunday newspaper 
in ‘England had made an ‘attack on the 
British Legion was to draw attention to the 
fact that few ex-Service men: helonged to 
the Legion. It was easy to explain that. 
There were thousands of their ex-Service men 
in this country who were pulling the devil 
by the tail, and they were not in a position 
to pay, and could not become Legionnaires. 
There were many districts in which ex- 
Service men were scattered—in many parts 
of Mayo, age Tipperary, Clare, Limerick, 
Kerry—where they could not get them into 
branches. 

He had stated constantly that Irish ex- 
Service men were really Legionnaires at heart, 
hecause in one day in the year every ex- 
Service man man in _ Ireland became a 
Legionnaire. He had good cause to be proud 
of Irish ex-Service men when he saw the 
reverence, devotion and remembrance that 
they paid to the dead on the 11th of Novem- 
ber. Last year it was the wish of certain 
people that they should have a failure, and 
everything was in their favour. The weather 
was terrible. It was a Monday morning, and 
many of their men had to go to work. They 
never had had so many: people in_ the 
Phoenix Park. There were 15,000 men in 
one column, He doubted if there was 
another city in the British Isles, or the 
Colonies or Dominions, which could beat it. 
(Applause.) There was no place where the 
Legion spirit was better evinced than in 
Kingstown, and he advised them to keep it 


up. 

THE NEWSPAPER ATTACK. 

The Sunday newspaper, he added, haa 
thought fit to launch an attack on the British 
Legion. Criticism was always welcome when 
it was kindly and fair. This matter was 
sub judice, and ‘the British Legion was 
answering that attack, and it did not behove 
him to answer it in any way. He could not 
look upon that attack as absolutely fair and 
just criticism. It was hurriedly put together, 
and there were many things in it which were 
easy to answer. There was a mention of 
subsistence allowance, but they would not 
expect men, gorm! workingmen, to come up 
to London to work for the Legion, and put 
their hands in their pockets to do so. The 
total sum was less than £900, and was 
in travelling expenses and subsistence allow- 
ance to a large number of men. It was not 
all Legion work, as a great deal of it had 
to do with pension work.

A DIVIDEND OF 6 PER CENT. 


The annual meeting of the Linenhall U tility 
Society, Ltd., was held last night in the 
Parochial Hall, Blackhall parade, Dublin, for 
the purpose of receiving the report of the 
committee and statement of accounts for the 
year 1929. 

The report stated that the year was one of 
steady progress. The rents had been 
regularly paid, and there were no arrears 
due. The amount paid in tents was 
£2.516 16s. The houses were in good CoOn- 
dition and were well cared for by the tenants, 
who kept their gardens well stocked with 
flowers, thereby adding much to the appear- 
ance of the neighbourhood. The financial 
condition of the society, it stated, was very 
good. During the year the liabilities had been 
reduced by the repayment of £540 loan stock 
and of £1,200 in reduction of the mortgage 
of the Representative Church Body. The 
indebtedness of the society to the latter Body 
had now been reduced from £6,000 to £5,000, 
and the amount of loan stock outstanding 
was now £15,560. The anticipated rate of 
repayment had thus not only been main 
tained, but had been surpassed. So gratity- 
ing had been the result of the year’s working 
that the committee had directed the payment 
of a dividend of 6 per cent. on the share 
capital. 

rhe Rev. E. J. Young, chairman, presided. 


WELL CONDUCTED. 


The Rev. D. H. Hall congratulated the 
society on the position which it had attained. 
It was satisfactory to find that they were in 
a position te pay a dividend, not that the 
people who had put their mouey into the 
enterprise wanted it, bat it was important 
that persons who put their money down 
should get some return for it. It showed 
that the business of the society had been 
well conducted. It was good business enter- 
prise to do work of this sort. In. the course 
of time the tenants would have their houses 
free of rent, and that was a great benefit to 
them all. By cordial co-operation the mem: 
bers of the society had given a good example 
to other sections of the community, 

The Rev. R. Saunderson Griffin moved the 
adoption of the report and statement of 
accounts, The success of the society, he said, 
was far beyond what its promoters four ve;

BALDOCK V. PLADNER. 


Pladner rushed from his corner crouching 
low. He sprang at Baldock, and, forcing 
him to the ropes, beat a tattoo on the Eng- 
lishman’s ribs. Pladner attacked time and 
again, punching Baldock’s ribs with both 
hands. Baldock hardly got home with any- 
thing more than a light left, and he was 
forced to the ropes and punched about the 
body badly. 

Baldock got home with a right in the 
second round, but it was a glancing blow. 
He did better in the third round, stopping 
the Frenchman's rushes with jolts to the 
head. The Englishman’s best punch so far 
was a beautifull ge left to the stomach. 

Pladner had guilty of holding, and 
the crowd voiced ite qeepproval in the fourth 
round, in which the Frenchman again forced 
Baldock ali round the ring, punching his ribs. 

Baldock steadied Pladner with & leit upper- 
cut in the fifth, but the Frenchman was 
tireless, and kept up his tigerish rushes to 
the discomfort of the British champion, who 
was frequently on the ropes. 


THE END. 

Pladner’s punishing short-arm blows were 
having their effect upon Baldock, Imut the 
Englishman still was fighting well when, in 
one of the Frenchman’s wild rushes, Pladner 
swang a left that seemed to be very low. 

Baldock went down obviously in be aoe 

Mr. Matt Wells, the referee, helped to lift 
Baldock while the boxer kicked and cried in 
pain, and Baldock's seconds then rushed into 
the ring to carry their man to his corner. 
Seconds atiended to Baldock in the ring, and 
while they ministered to him in mid-ring 
Pladner, who had been sent to his corner, 
stood there, crying. 

EFFECTS OF THE BLOW. 

Seen after the fight, Baldock was unable 
to talk for the pain which he was still endur- 
ing. His manager, Mr. Joe Morris, said that 
Baldock had told him that he had got the 
measure of the Frenchman, and knew 
exactly how he intended to stop those mad 
tushes of the Frenchman. ‘I think Teddy 
was just doing it,” said Mr. Morris, “ when 
the foul occurred. Of course, we are as sorry 
as anybody else that this fight should have 
ended in this manner. 

Pladner did not bear a mark oí the fight 
when in his dressingroom after the contest. 
He said: “ The punch that put Baldeck down 
was one of the fairest I have ever landed. If 
Baldock was really hurt by the punch he 
would have dropped immediately. 1 am sorry 


that the fight has ended like this, and all I 


can say is that Í am very unlucky,” 


ROBERTI BEATS GRISELLE. 

The men were slow in heavy exchanges, 
and it was an unscientific display of punching, 
both men missing badly. Aiming for the 
body, the Frenchman landed several times and 
got home the only good punch in a rugged 
second round—a right hook to the jaw.

THE INCREASE.

FREE STATE’S TRADE WITH 
U.S.A. 

“The tobacco trade between the United 
States of America and Ireland has increased 
by fifty per cent. during the last twenty 
years. 

This was one of the statements Ea 
yesterday by Mr. Martin, of Messrs. G. 
Martin and Son, tobacco merchants, a 
Paducah, Kentucky, who is at present on a 
business visit to the Free State. 

Interviewed by. an /rish Times reporter, 
Mr. Martin said that while pipe smoking and 
cigar smoking were on the decrease, cigarette 
smoking was very much on the up grade in 
America. In this connection Mr. Martin 
mentioned that one American firm with head 
quarters in New York used 450 hogsheads of 
leaf every day,in the year for the manufac- 
ture of one class of cigarette. In Great 
Britain and Ireland the whole consumption 
of tobacco was 164,000 hogsheads of leat per 
annum, “That New York firm supphed only 
half of the cigarettes used in the United 
States. 

Questioned 4p ding prospects of 
making tobacco paying crop in the Free 
State, he reptied that the cHmate aud ‘soil 
were altogether unsuitable. To mature the 
leaf would require one hundred days of con- 
tinuous sunshine. 

Mr. Martin added that the Free State now 

ssessed two very fine modern tobacco ware- 

ses, but commented adversely on the 
delay which he considered existed in clearing 
parcels consigned to merchants in the Free 
State.

The Commission of Inguiry into De-rating 
of Agricultural Land resumed its sitting at 
the room of the Department of Agri- 
culture, Merrion street, Dublin,. yesterday. 
Jadge Davitt presided, and the FE“ oe mem- 
bers present were :—Messrs, A tg Baxter, 
Greene, Morphy, Egan, Collins, Gault. 
Cussen, Hanafin, Gregg, Mortished, Professor 
George O'Brien. 

Senator P. W. Kermy resumed his evidence. 

Answering Mr. Baxter, he said that he was 
against the centralisation of public services, 
as 2 rule. Roads, he thought, should be re- 
garded as a national service, and public 
health services should be administered by a 
central authority. 

QUESTION OF FINANCE. 

Mr. Baxter—Do you think that the General 
(Council of County Couneils, speakn g through 
you, have faced the problem fairly when thev 
demand de-rating, and do net take the 
responsibility of suggesting where the none, 
is to come from ’?—Well, the Council were not 
expert financiers, and they could ní te ex- 
pected to do that. The Council ‘s largely 
composed of farmers, and the British Govern- 
ment did not ask the farmers in England to 
suggest a scheme. 

Mr. Baxter asked the witness what was in 
the mind of the Council—they, demanded de- 
rating, said that taxation should not be in- 
creased on the necessaries of life. and that 
national taxation was excesstve and should 
be reduced, yet made no suggestion as to 
where the money was to come from? 

Witness said that the Council wanted the 
farmers of this country to be put on a similar 
footing to their rivals in the markets. 

To Mr. Greene—Senator Kenny agreed that, 
live stock exported from the Free State had to 
face direct competition from the live stock of 
England, Scotland and Nerthern Ireland. 

So that until this country de-rated ex- 
porters here are at a disadvantage compared 
with those in England, Scotland and Northern 
Ireland ?—That is so. 

On the question of the means of raising the 
necessary money for de-rating, witness said 
that the Roads Advisory Board had recom- 
mended to the Government a tax on petrol, so 
that a person using the roads would he taxed 
in proportion to the amount of travel he did, 
cal consequently to the amount of damage he 
did to the roads.

THE SMALL FARMER. 

To Mr. Murphy, he said that the small 
farmer would undoubtedly stand to lose rather 
than gain by de-rating if it involved taxation 
on the people generalls -on the necessaries of 
life 

To Mr. Egan, he said that 22 out of 26 
County Councils were affiliated to the General 
vouncil. He agreed that the present agri- 
cultural grant amounted, roughly; to 50 per 
cent, of the rates on agricultural land. 

In answer to Mr. ollins, the witness said 
that he had been associated with the new 
system of poor relief from the beginning. 
He agreed that its object was to get rid of a 
lot of workhouses and institutional treatment. 

Mr. Collins—The figures show that in 1913 
there were altogether about 43,000 relieved 
either in their homes or in institutions. In 
1928 the number was practically the same. 
The institutions have been rednced in number, 
but the relief given im the homes. 

Replying to Mr. Cussen, he said that the 
General Council of County Councils hed not 
considered the extension of de-rating to basic 
industries. It had not gone into the question 
as to how much money could be raised by a 
tax on luxuries. It was rot their view that 
the two and a quarier millions required could 
be obtained from sucit taxation, He was in 
favour of retaining mental hospital adminis- 
tration in the hands of local bodies. Poor 
law also should local service. Public 
health services nain and trunk roads 
should be a Central Government matter. 
County roads leadiag to the main roads he 
would leave to the local authorities. 

Senator Kenny expressel the view that 
increased productivity should follow de- 
rating; if it did not the money remitted 
to the farmers would have been lost. 

DEFAULTING LAND ANNUITANTS. 

Answering Mr. Hanafin, he said that he 
would not be against local bodies, in the event 
of de-rating, being composed of a nominee of 
the Central Government. plus members 
elected from the urban districts, who would 
still be rated. 

Questioned by Mr. Mortished, he said that 
the Council had not worked out the propor- 
tion of rates in the minimum selling price of 
agricultural products, but they maintained 
that it was such as to place the Irish farmer 
ai a serious disadvantage with the English 
and Northern Ireland farmer. 

Mr. Mortished—But not having worked 
the matter out, you cannot say how serious? 
—Quite so. 

Replying to the Chairman, Senator Kennv 
said that it was the view of the Council that 
defaulting land annuities should be borne 
by the country as a whole, and not put on 
the shoulders .of the farming community. 

But the agricultural grant allocated 
entirely to the relief of rates on agricultural 
land, and don’t you think st is more equitable 
that defaulting Jand annuities shouid be made 
good by those who benefit ?—That is open to 
discussion, but, personally, I think so. 

The Commission adjourned to a daie to be 
announced later.

But, while business on 
the whole is very quiet, there is a steady 
demand for the best investment stocks, as 
witness the oversubscription of the Ceylén 
(rovernment 5 per Cent.

Australian Securities. 


Stocks of the Australian Governments are 
still under a cloud. Prices have further 
fallen lately, with the result that on some 
of the shorter dated issues carrying a high 
rate of interest yields of from 6 to 6 per 
vent. or more are now obtainable. Investors 
ure discriminating against these in favour of 
Canadian, South African, and New Zealand 
issues, and the depression is only equalled 
by the unsatisfactory market for India Go- 
vernment Securities, from which also «an- 
usually high yields are obtainable. It is 
possible that the weakness of Australian 
state Loans will extend to the various Bank 
shares. Recent reports have reflected the 
very unsatisfactory economic conditions. in 
the Commonwealth, and it would be only 
natural if shareholders of the banks 
felt increasing uncertainty as to the 
maintena~ce of previous dividends. Indged, 
in one important case there has already been 
a reduction. The chances are thet where a 
mixed holding of investments inéludes such 
securities and there is a desire to dispose ef 
part of the total, Australian Bank Shares 
would be picked out for sale. Consequently 
1t would not be surprising to see a further 
fall m prices in this section despite the sub- 
stantial decline that has taken place from the 
highest level of last year. At the same time 
the leadi. g institutions are financially strong, 
and it is to be hoped that the period of 
adversity which Australia is now passing 
through will prove to be only temporary, 


Develovoment of Bank‘ng. 


Mr. McKenna devoted much of his annual 


address to shareholders of the Midland Bank . 


to-day (Wednesday) to a survey of the great 
changes ‘t*'at bave occurred in banking 
practice. since 1844, when the Bank. Charter 
Act was passed, with special reference to the 
growth of the institution of which he is chair. 
man, He illustrated his theme by giving 
some fiugures of old balance sheets. for 
example, at one stage of its cayeor, the 
Birmingham and Midland Bank, which was 
the forerunner of the present institution, had 
deposits of only £161,000. Against these 
it held the small sum of £8,000 in cash— 
rather less than 5 per cent.—but had balances 
with other banks amounting to £26,000. Two 
and a half vears later its deposits had fallen 
fo £87,000, its cash amounted to £15,000, and 
balances with other banks to less than £60. 
while it had borrowed £15.000 from the 
nion Bank of London. With such a posi- 
fion it is rather surprising that the concern 
did not go under, thus following the example 
of the 82 private banks which Sir Robert 
Peel reported to the House of Commons had 
failed in the five years to 1843. Of that 
number 46 paid no dividends at all to their 
creditors, and only five a dividend of more 
than 10s. in the £. 


A Striking Contrast. 


’ Mr. McKenna contrasted the difference be- 
tween the relative volume of currency and 
credit in 1844 and at present. Towards the 
end of 1844 the active circulation of Bank of 
Kngland notes was about £20,000,000, while 
other banks had nearly £8,000,000 in issue. 
The gold -coin in circulation then has been 
estimated at approximately £40,000,000. 
Thus a total of roughly £70,000,000. cf 
currency. in the hands of the public and in 
bank veserves is indicated, excluding the 
Bank of England. The comparable figure at 
present is given by a single item. in the 
Bank of England return, which shows that 
in the ordinary way there are about 
£360,000,000 of notes outstanding.. The pre- 
sent total of bank deposits in England and 
Wales is approximately £2,000,000,000, while 
the corresponding figure for 1244 has been 
roughly estimated at about £200,000,000. 
Between 1844 and 1929, while the volume of 
currency has been multiplied five-fold, there 
has been a ten-fold increase in the volume of 
credit. It has been estimated that the 
amount of bullion in the country in 1844, in- 
cluding gold coin in circulation, as well as 
bank reserves, was between £50,000,000 and 
£60,000,000. In recent months it has varied 
between £130,000,000 and £150,000,000, 
approximately two and a half times as much 
as at the earlier date. Upon this double or 
trebled stock of gold has n reared a ten- 
fold expansion of non-metallic money, thus 
providing a icnous instance of economy 
in the use of gold and the beneficial effect of 
the concentration of banking resources,

The 105th annual general meeting of the 
shareholders of the Provincial Bank of Ire- 
land, Ltd., was held on January. 22 at the 
head office of the Bank, No. 8 Throgmortou 
avenue, London, E.C. 

Mr. Richard D. Trotter (the Chairman) 
presided, and the other directors present 
were :—Mr. John C. D. Carlisle, the j*on.

The Secretary (Mr. Hume Robertson), 
having read the notice convening the meet- 
ing and the auditor's report, 

The Chairman said :—Gentlemen—The re- 
port has been in your hands for some days, 
and you will, I hope, as usual, kindly take 
it as read. 

During the half-year we have lost the 
services of a very valued colleague in the 
person of Mr. Walter 8S. M. Burns, who 
died last month. His wide experience and 
judgment had been brought to the 
deliberations of our Board for the 
past fifteen years. We are happy in having 
secured as his successor Mr. Edward H. D. 
Hoare, whose association with us revives an 
old conneetion. His election will come be- 
fore you later for confirmation. 

Our report covers a period of abnormal 
conditions which have disturbed trade end 
finance in Great Britain and throughout the 
world. 
of considerable difficulty and strain for 
bankers all over the world, and the closing 
months have been shadowed by Stock Ex- 
change troubles which have not yet been 
entirely surmounted. - We do not here con. 
cern ourselves with any review of interna- 
tional affairs, but a year that has witnessed 
five changes in the bank rate in this country, 
and a similar number of movements in the 
Trish bank rate, must be noted as one of 
the most eventful since the war. 


EFFECT OF DEAR MONEY. 

Although the gross figures or our assets 
and liabilities do not show appreciable 
change, the individual items mark fluctuations 
which invite comment. The net profit for 
the half-year, while maintaining the level 
recorded at June last, is lower by £11,200.

You will see 
that our notes in issue at 31st ultimo stood 
at £921,677, against £1,046,863 a year ago, but 
Í have explained on previous oceasions that 
the figures in this connection are not now 
strictly comparable owing to the changes that 
have occurred in the working of the circula- 
tion ef the banks of issue in the Irish Free 
State under the Currency Act of 1927. In 
the terms of the Act redemption is still 
proceeding of notes issued by this 
and other banks under the Act of 
1845, and in the Free State these 
notes and British currency and Bank of Eng- 
land notes are being replaced by our new 
local issues. This loss of circulation has been

State, 
DEPOSITS EXPANDING, 

Continuing our analysis of the balance 
Sheet, it is gratifying to note that our 
deposits show steady expansion as compared 
with the two previous - half-years, and 
advances at £6,760,000 mark an increase of 
about £26,000 on the figures for the cor- 
responding period of 1928. Having regard to 
prevailing conditions, it has been considered 
pom to keep our cash resources at a high 
evel, and our total of cash and Treasury bills 
at £5,849,000 compares with £2.479,900 a 
year ago. On the other hand, you will note 
that investments at £6,189,000 are lower by 
£1,594,000. As regards the values of the 
majority of securities, the year has no doubt 
been one rather of adjustment and reaction. 
but I can renew the assurance you have had 
from time to time that the market value of 
the bank’s investments is in excess of the 
figures at which they appear in our. balance 
sheet. The proportion of liquid assets to 
liabilities remains at 63 per cent. 

After provisions for the dividend at the rate 
of 14; a cent. per annum, you will note 
the application of. £10,000 to reserve raises

A FAVOURABLE HARVEST. 

Reports concerning harvest results have 
been generally favourable from all parts of 
[reland, harvesting operations having been 
conducted under highly satisfactory condi- 
tions. While the yield in the case of most 
crops has been exceptionally abundant, the 
net results to growers who realised have 
meant but a narrow margin of profit. Im- 
proved conditions of pasturage are roducing 
better yields of milk and better finish of live- 
stock, the trade in which has shown improve- 
ment, especially in the cross-Channel demand 
for store cattle of suitable quality and con- 
dition. The herds throughout Ireland have 
been happily free from disease, and the export 
trade has been conducted without interrup- 
tion. “The shipments of cattle from Irish 
ports show an important increase for last 
year, with imewcved prices in recent months, 
and official returns continue to show increas. 
ing numbers. for the holdings of livestock 
both in the Free State and Northern Ireland, 
The importance of the trade is indicated by 
the total of 883,400 animals shipped during 


the year, 
THE LINEN TRADE, 

In Northern Ireland we find that a hopeful 
spirit still pervades the linen trade, ahd is 
encouraged by the lower costs of production 
following reduced prices for raw material, 
but the benefits which may be expected from 
the activities of the linen guild and of the 
delegation to the United States and to Canada 
have probably not vet fully developed, owing 
to the disturbed financial conditions on the 
American Continent. There are indications 
that’ good results may yet be reached by 
closer co-operation in certain branches of the 
trade, and the efforts to accomplish this are 
I believe, stil! progressing. :

THE PRICE OF YARNS. 
From Over CORRESPONDENT. 


MANCHESTER, Wednesday. 

The rumour that celanese yarn prices had 
been reduced has been officially denied, and 
prices remain unaltered. Business has only 
been patchy, whether in yarns or in piece 
goods. Until something definite is learned 
with regard to the duties, buyers seem 
averse to launching out into active opera- 
tions. Numerous lots of high-class dress fab- 
rics have been sold, but, generally speaking, 
the quantities have been trifling. Low prints 
and mixture cloths have moved fairly freely, 
while moderate attention has been paid to 
lingerie fabrics, but linings, corset cloths, and 
heavy furnishing styles have been_quiet 

The home trade and the Colonies have been 
the best buyers, with Canada the most active. 
India is still inquiring freely for numerous 
styles, but results are not encouraging, Other 
markets have been quiet. 

Sales of yarns, whether acetate or viscose, 
have usually been small and for prompt de 
livery. Prices of low grade viscose are still 
being severely cut.

GREAT NORTHERN DIVIDEND MAIN- 
TAINED. | 

The first of the Lrish railway dividends 1s 
announced to-day, the Great Northern Com- 
pany repeating the £2 per cent. paid at this 
time last year, making £5 per cent. for the 
year. This dividend is paid after appropria‘ 
ing £15,000 from the Compensation Fund. 
Last year £30,000 was drawn from this 
source to make up the deficiency, and £55,000 
was carried forward, the same as this year. 
The company’s fall of traffic receipts in 1929 
was only £4,825 as compared with 1928, At 
the end of the latter year the decrease was 
£91,115. The balance to the credit of tha 
Compensation Fund on December 31, 1928, 
was £203,429, 


U.S. RADIO TRUST. 

The Radio Trust is a menace to the free- 
dom of the Republic, declared Mr, Oswald 
Schulte, Secretary of the Radio Protective 
Association, before the U.S, Senate Com- 
merce Committee. Mr. Davis, counsel of the 
Radio Corporation of America, had charged 
Mr. Schulte with leading a lobby against his 
corporation. Mr.: Schulte said a number of 
wireless interests were in a merger, and they 
were asking, from alleged patriotic motives, 
to protect the national interests of the United 
States against a bogey of British competi- 
tion, | 


TARIFF TRUCE CONFERENCE. 

The Secretary-General of the League of 
Nations has officially informed the. members 
of the League who will participate in the 
conference on a Customs truce that the Coun- 
cil has decided to convene the conference for 
Monday, February 17, at Geneva. So far 
delegations are expected from Belgium, Great 
Britain, Spain, Hungary, Poland and Italy. 


WORLD'S GOLD IN 1929. 

Interesting figures relating to world gold 
production in 1929 are contained in the 
Annual Bullion Letter, issued by Messrs. 
Samuel Montagu and Co., bullion brokers. 
According to Mr.. Joseph Kitchin’s figure, 
the year’s output amounted to £83.5 millidns, 
or the same as that for the preceding year, 
but £1 million more than the production for 
1927. The output for the Transvaal increased 
slightly, from £44 millions to £44.3 millions, 
bnt that for the British Empire as a whole, 
at £59.6 millions, showed an increase of only 
£0.2 million. Foreign production fell by a 
corresponding amount to £23.9 millions. Of 
the world total, the British Empire produced 
71.4 per cent., as against 71.1 per cent. in 
1928 and 71.0 per cent. in 1927. The Trans- 
vaal alone produced 53.1 per cent. of the 
total. In Mr. Kitchin’s opinion, world pro- 
duction will be maintained for the next few 
years, but will decline in about five years’ 
ime.

The Civil Service Compensation Tribunal 
resumed its sitting at Merrion tquare 
yesterday afternoon to consider the applica- 
tiotis of civil sérvants under Article 10 of the 
Treaty and under ‘the Civil Service (Trans- 
ferred Officers) Act of 1929. i 

The Board corsisted of Judge Davitt 
(Chairman), Messrs. J. P. Boland, and. W. 
Doolin (representing the Miristry.of Finance) 
and Messrs. J Irvine and A: McE. Kelly 
(representing the. civil servants). 

Mr. A. A. Dickie, K.C,. (instructed by Mr. 
W. J. M. Coulter, gar Fan for the 
eg and Mr, Cecil Lavery, K.C., and 

r. T, A. Finlay (instructed by the: Chief 
State Solicitor) appeared for the State. 

RIGHTS OF CLAIMANTS.. 

At the previous session’ Mr. Dickie had 
stated the case for. his clients. Yesterday 
afternoon Mr. Cecil Lavery took up the case 
for the State, and, at the ovitset, said that 
the case of the transferred officers seemed to 
be presented to the Board with a certain 
amount of petulance; it was as though they 
were coming there, in fact, with certain rights 
which had been denied them, and that the 
Minister for Finance had denied or refused to 
give them something to which. they were 
entitled. That was the general attitude which 
Mr. Dickie, consciously or unconsciously, had 
sought to impart to the case. The legal 

ition was perfectly clear. Those. trans- 
erred officers had certain statutory rights 
which were governed by four main - statutes. 
Transfe officers’ were given rights. .to 
compensation, and that Board was to. deter- 
mine that compensation; to hear the officers 
and the -Minister-for-Finance, and -until that 
Board had awarded that compensation. those 
officers had no right to complain. 

CONDITIONS OF SERVICE, 

It should ‘alsu be pointed out. that the 
compensation rights which those officers had 
under those statutes was in the nature of a 
gift from the gods, When each of those 
officers entered the Civil Service the con. 
ditions of thoir employment were settled ; they 
had certain rights under the Superannuation 
Acts, in: addition to their ordinary rights 
whilst. serving. The conditions under which 
they entered were well khown by those 
officials, and accepted by them. .Each of them 
had to-day, in as full and ample a manner as 
the day he ‘entered the service; all those 
rights safeguarded. 

A QUESTION OF CHOICE, 

In none of the cases which had come before 
the Board had there been any qtiestion of a man 
having lost anything by any other Act than 
an act of his own choice. Each of those 
officers was employed by. the Government of 
the Irish Free State under-precisely the same 
conditions as he had been. employed. pre- 
viously, and it was,open, to jiim to continue 
in his employment with all his rights safe- 
guarded. Owing to happenings entirely out- 
side their control. those officers had been 
given the right to retiré, in consequence of 
the change of Government, and could come 
before that Board and get compensation. 
That right applied to all officers, young and 
old, those serving five years and those servin 
thirty, and, though hale and hearty and wel 
able to serve out their period, they could 
decline to conform to the conditions under 
which they entered the Service. 

That was a statutory right—there was no 
question of denying it, and that right would 
be given them by that Board in the fullest 


measure. 
SYMPATHY. . 

The Board had to approach the determina- 
tion of those cases withont any feeling— 
which would: be -ynjustified—that those 
officers are persons to whom a wrong. had 
been done, and that they were entitled to 
sympathy. The Board would. give.them their 
legal rights. If sympathy were to be given 
it should: be given to the original ‘taxpayer, 
who was to bé put, into the position of having 
to pay compensation in the form of pensions 
to persons who were well able to serve. and 
who by virtue of the Act. had been relieved 
from obligations they undertook when enter- 
ing the Service. 

Continuing, Mr. Lavery said. that Mr. 
Dickie had ‘said that the Treasury had no 
right to dismiss or rediice. or alter the terms 
of any officer employed by them. 
mai -- ARTICLE xX. éa 

The Superannuation Acts did not. give such 
right or power, but neither did those Acts 
give the Treasury power to employ their 
servants. The Treasury had, however, by 
virtue of a prerogative, full power to control 
their servants while serving. 

Article X. contained no provision for the 
tenure of officers, or even for their transfer, 
but Article 17 did contain a provision for the 
transfer of powers of machinery to the Pro- 
visional Government. es 


TENURE. 

By a clause in the Transfer of Functions 
Order (1923) officers were transferred to the 
Provisional Government, and ‘‘are to hold 
by tenure corresponding to their previous 
tenure.”’ Article 7 of the Constitution con- 
tained the same words, but made no further 
provision, so that up to the passing of the 
1929 Act there was no provision made for 
tenure oí the ofhcers except ta say that the 
tenure was to he the same. His submission 
was that an officer, while-serving the Free 
State Government, held his tenure on the 
same conditions as under the British Govern- 
ment, and, as such, was liable to dismissal! 
without cause shown -by the head of the 
department or the Minister for Finance. 

NO LIMITATION TO CONTROL. 

There was nothing in the Government of 
Ireland Act, 1920, so far as it applied, hor 
in the Treaty, nor the scheduled agreement, 
nor the 1929 Act, which imposed on the 
Government any limitations on their powér 
to contro} the service of officers while serving. 

PRIVILEGES AND PRECEDENTS. 

Mr. Irvine asked if Mr. Lavery’s argument 
was that officers were handed over without 
the protection of previous statutes or prece- 
dents. 

Mr. Lavery—aAll the statutes are preserved 
and all the protections have been preserved, 
but they rest on the basis that a responsible 
Government will beliave in a responsible way. 

Mr. Irvine—And whatever precedents, pri- 
viliges or practices which they enjoyed are 
now binding on the Government ’—Yes. 
Anything they had they still have. 

The manner in which an officer who was 
reduced could. secure his compensation rights 
if he were unfairly treated was fully provided 
for under Section 14 of the 1929 Act. And 
any officer so treated could retire if he so 
desired, and put his case before that board. 

The Commission adjourned until 2 p.m. 
to-day.

ADVENTURERS. 


The series of Library Lectures at the Rath- 
mines. lown Hall was continued last night 
hy Mr. G. 4. T. Clampett, B.L., F.R.G.S. 
F.R.Eeon.8., F.R.C.A., who spoke on “ Ad- 
ventures and Adventurers.” 

The lecturer said that as. late as 850 B.C. 
Homer’s knowledge was confined fo Egypt, 
Mesopotamia ‘and the countries of the Medi- 
terranean. He spoke of the Phenicians, who 
acted as the wholesale traders and carriers of 
the known world. 

Greece followed Phoenicia as a sea power, 
and under Alexander spread Greek power: and 
thought throughout the East as far as the 
shores of India. 

About 150 A.D. the world, as known to 
Ptolemy; included. knowledge of all- Europe 
and Africa. Even the existence of Ireland 
was known. 

Mr. Clampett outlined the influence of 
Christian and Moslem missionaries, whose 
wanderings added to the sum of geographical 
knowledge. 

_ There was every reason to believe that the 
Norsemen had discovered North America 
hundreds of years before Columbus, but as 
an addition to the knowledge of the world 
this discovery was negligible. 

The lecturer told of Marco: Polo’s famots 
visit to Cathay and Pekin, of Columbus, 
Magellan, Behring, Nordenskiold and Franklin, 
The lecture was illustrated with lantern slides, 
showing some of the maps and charts of the 
early navigators, and many of the places 


mentioned.

A number of members 
of the Dail was of the opinion that any pro- 
posal to reduce the jurisdiction would have a 
rough passage through the Dail.

At LURGAN Petty Sessions Mina Ferris, 
of Derryvadd, was fined 10s. and costs at the 
suit. of the Northern Ministry of Labour 
(for whom Mr. J. P.. Best, solicitor, Armagh, 
appeared), for making a false declaration on 
September 20 iast, at the Lurgan Labour Ex- 
change with intent to obtain unemployment 
benefit. Bernard McConnville, Aghacommon, 
defendant's employer, was fined 20s. and costs 
for signing the document in question in 
regard to the girl's employment. 


COD-FISHING. 
The cod. line. fishing has not been success- 


ful at ARKLOW. up to the present. The 


motor boat Lillian Caroline (Captain Hickey) 


now. is. engaged in .experimenting with. cod 
nets. .This is the first occasion on which cod 
nets have been tried.in Arklow, though it ts 
the practice in Scotland and other places. It 
alwavs.was thought that owing.té the strong 
tides the nets could not be worked in the 
bay. The trials so far have proved satisfactory, 
and it is now believed that a way will he 
found whereby the nets will take the place 
of the lines. 


MANSLAUGHTER CHARGE. 

Robert McCullough, of CARRICKFERGUS, 
was fenianded at the Belfast’ Castedy Court 
vesterday on bail on a charge of the meu- 
slaughter of John Wesley Mahaffy, aged five 
years, residing with his parents at No. 1 
Arundel! street. The prosecution arose out of 
an accident last Tuesday evening in the 
Grosvenor road, when the little boy. whose 
father 1s Mr. John Mahaffy. the well-known 
Association footballer, and at present goal- 
keeper for Coleraine F.C., was knocked down 
by a private motor car driven by the accused 
man. 


FLOODS. 

At the quarterly meeting of BALLY- 
CASTLE (County Antnm) Rural Council, a 
memorial was read from the residents of 
Cushendall drawing attention to flooding at 
the riverside area of the town. The County 
Surveyor (Mr. Beatty) suggested that the 
Antrim County Council be asked to formu- 
late a drainage scheme. Mr. McSparran said 
that water had been up to three or four feet 
at the rear of the houses. The Council 
decide | to reject the proposal, the matter to 
be brought up by the county councillor for 
the district at the meeting of the County 
Council.

COTTIERS’ TEST CASES. 

Thousands of pounds of ratepayers’ monev 
are involved in cases which were heard at 
DUNDALK Circuit Court. Seven test cases 
were brought by the occupiers of labourers’ 
cottages in the Cooley district against the 
Louth Board of Health, each tenant claiming 
damages to the extent of £20 for failure of 
the Health Board to keep their cottages in a 
tenantable condition. The cases were 
adjourned until next Circuit Court to enable 
repairs to be done to houses referred to. it 


having been stated by the Roard of Health 


that contracts for the repair of them had been 
let out. One of the claims was dismissed 
on the ground that notice was not given to 
the Board of the necessity for repairs. The 
Judge said that if the work was done before 
the next sitting the damages would only he 
nominal, He uttered a word of warning 
against tenants who might want a few nails 
in their honses launching ont actions, and said 
that if that happened he would remember the 
costs.
